HAS FULL POWERS 


Li Hung Chang by Imperial Edict 


Authorized to Make Peace 


With the Powers. 


HIS AUTHORITY IS ABSOLUTE 


Washington, Sept* 10,—The Chinese 


minister has received an 
imperial 


edict conferring on Li Hung Chang 
extraordinary power for the complete 
settlement of the Ch'inese 
trouble. 


It gives him authority to make any 
terms according to his own discre- 
tion without referring them to the 
emperor. This is unusual authority 
and, it is claimed at the Chinese lega- 
tion, gives Li Hung Chang creden- 
tials adequate .to meet all the objec- 
tions 
heretofore raised as to his 


power to negotiate for peace. 


The edict is dated two weeks ago, 


but is just forwarded from Li Hung 
Chang. 


Minister Wu delivered it to the 


state department this morning.

London, Sept. 10.—The Chinese 


Minister in London, Sir Chih Chen 
Lo Fend Luh, it is understood, has 
received credentials authorizing the 
opening of peace negotiations. It is 
intimated that similar powers have 
been conferred on the Chinese minis- 
ters at other capitals and that their 
credentials are such as will satisfy 
the American and European govern- 
ments.

ANXIOUS FOR SETTLEMENT, 


London, Sept. 10.—The announce- 


ment that the Chinese ministers at 
the capitals of the powers have re- 
ceived satisfactory 
credentials au- 


thorizing them to open peace nego- 
tiations, taken in conjunction with 
the indications contained in dispatch- 
es from the far east that China is 
developing a better disposition to ar- 
range peace terms, is welcomed here, 
for the desire to expedite the settle- 
ment of the trouble is increased by 
dispa'tches received from Hamburg 
today announcing that Germany will 
sent two additional detachments of 
5,000 and 6,000 men respectively to 
China early in October. 


These troops, it is reported, have 


already been ordered to prepare for 
their journey. 


Shanghai dispatches, 
dated Sep- 


tember 8, insist that the great dis- 
play of force there must be due to 
political causes. 
They contend that 


the attitude of the Chinese is peace- 
able and does not call for the taking 
of extraordinary measures. 
They 


say that there have already been 
l&nded 3,500 Indian, 800 French and 
450 German troops, in addition to 
the 800 volunteers and 4,000 naval 
men who are available* 
There are 


nineteen foreign warships at Shang- 
hai, including the United States gun- 
boat Princeton, and fourteen at Woo- 
Sung, including the United States 
cruiser Hew Orleans. 


Today comes the news that the Jap- 


anese representative at Shanghai has 
informed his colleagues that Japan 
is sending troops to participate in th 
occupation of Shanghai.

their arrival, it is added, 600 Japa 
nefee sailors will be landed.

LOSSES ARE MILLIONS 


Saturday's Storm in Texas Was Appalling 


in Its Results—From Three Thousand 


to Ten Thousand Lives are Lost 


GALVESTON A SCENE OF RUIN WITH HUNDREDS DEAD 


DALLAS, Texas, Sept. 10.—Houston and Central railroad 


officials at noon received bulletins from their qeneral offices in 
Houston that the loss of life will reach 3,000 in Galveston. The 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas relief forces near Galveston and 
alonq the coast telegraphed at noon that the loss of life will 
not be less than 5,000 and may reach 10,000.

SCENES OF HORROR. 


Galveston, Texas, Sept. 10.—Start- 


ing as soon as the water began to re- 
cede the work of rescuing the wound- 
ed and dying from the ruins of their 
homes began. 
Screaming women, 


bruised and bleeding some of them 
bearing the lifeless forms of children 
in their arms; men broken-hearted 
and sobbing, bewailing the loss of 
their wives and 
children; 
streets 


filled with floating rubbish, among 
which there were many bodies of the 
victims of the 
storm, constituted 


part of the scene. The first loss of 
life reported was at Blotter's saloon, 
on the Strand, where three persons 


lost their lives and 
where many 


others were maimed and imprisoned. 


The dead weie Stanley G. Spencer, 


Charles Kellner and Richard Lord. 


KILLED AT THE TABLE. 


These three were sitting at a table 


on the first floor, when suddenly the 
roof caved in, killing all of them in- 
stantly. 
Those in the lower part of 


the building escaped with their lives 
in a miraculous manner. 


The falling roof and flooring were 


caught on the bar, the people stand- 
ing near it dodging under the debris. 
It required several 
hours of hard 


work to get them out. 
The negro 


waiter who was sent for the doctor 
was drowned at the corner of Strand 
and Twenty-first street and his body 
was found a short time after. The 
next place visited by the rescuers | 
was the city hall. Here were con- 
gregated fully 700 people, most of 
whom were more or less injured. One 
man from Lucas Terrace reported the 
loss of fifty lives in the 
building 


from which he escaped. He himself 
was severely injured about the head. 


MANY BODIES SEEN. 


On Avenue Iff several ladies were 


imprisoned in a residence by the 
water and debris. They were rescued 
by a party headed by Capt. ML. Ther- 
iott. 
Several of them were badly 


hurt. Coming back to Tremont 
street and going out to Avenue P, by 
climbing over the piles of lumber 
which had once been residences, the 
rescuing party observed four bodies 
in one yard and seven in one room 
in another place, while as many as

Washington, Sept. 10.—In his let- 


ter formally accepting the nomina- 
tion by the 'republican national con* 
vention, made public today, Presi- 
dent William McKinley pledges his 
full support to the Philadelphia plat- 
form and accepts the issues therein 
set forth as well as meeting the is- 
sues placed forward by the demo- 
cratic party. 


The letter, which is a lengthy docu- 


ment, reviews in detail all the fore- 
most questions befoie the country in 
the present campaign. 
Especial at- 


tention is given to free silver and 
to the "imperialism" issue raised by 
the democracy. That the monetary 
problem is as dangerous and as men- 
acing as in 1896 is insisted by the 
president, who asks united aid of 
friends of a sound financial system 
to crush for all time the 16 to 1 fal- 
lacy. 


As to the charge of "imperialism" 


the president says his opponents fail 
to bring evidence to support their 
allegation. 
He declares the his- 


tory of the republican party shows 
such a policy impossible and foreign 
to American principles. 


FINANCIAL ISSUE. 


TJie financial problem is given first 
lace in President McKinley's letter, 
e quoting from the platform of each 
f the Bryan parties to prove the 
nited opposition as insistent as ever 
n its proposition to overthrow the 
old standard and wreck the finances 
f the government. 
This issue, he 


ays, was supposed to have been set- 
led in 1896, but now that it again 
s brought to the fore the republican 
•arty is ready to fight the battle 
nee more, confident this time the 
riumph will b6 permanent. 
The reafflrmation of the Chicago 
latform by the democratic national 
onvention is held to mean that all 
he vagaries and revolutionary the- 
ries then advocated are still car- 
inal principles of the party and 


must be met again, as four years ago. 


ADMINISTRATION'S WOBK. 
President McKinley tells of the 


work of the present administration in 
giving to Alaska and Hawaii good 
government. 
He reiterates the re- 


>ublican policy regarding the tariff, 
,dvocating the continuance of duties 
protecting producers and encourag- 
ng industries. 


The trust problem is given atten- 


ion, the president declaring himself 
ipposed to all unlawful and oppres- 
sive combinations. As a solution he 
suggests the giving of publicity to 
details of the business of great cor- 
porations and the adoption of uni- 
form laws in the various states to 
keep the aggregation of capital with- 
it bounds and compel them to ob- 
serve the laws. 


PROPHECY OF 1896.

at some length the events of import- 
ance leading up to the present situ- 
ation. The purposes of the executive 
are best revealed and 
foest 


judged by what has been done and fet' 
doing. It will be seen that the power 
of the government has been used for 
the liberty, the peace and the pros- 
perity of fche Philippine peoples,- and 
that force has been Employed only 
against force which stood in the way 
o'f the realization of these ends. 


REVIEW OF THE BITUiATOZON. 
"On the 85th day of April, 1803, 


congress declared that a state of war 
existed between Spain and the tftritiftt 
States. On May 1, 1898, 
Dewey destroyed the 
Manila bay. On May Id, 
jor General Mezrritt, U. B* 'A., 
pla'ced in command of the 
expedition to Manila, and 
mong other things, to immediately 
publish a proclamation declaring 
tiat we come not to make war upon 
he people of the Philippines, nor 
pon any part or faction among them, 
but to protect them in ttjsir homes, 


'their employments and in 


ersonal and religious rights.

ersons who, either by active aid or 
y honest submission, teo-operate 
•ith the United States in its efforts 


> give effect to this fbenjeflceuit pup- 
ose will receive the reward of its 
upport and protection.' 
"On July 3, 1898, the Spanish fleet, 


attempting to escape from 


go harbor, was destroyed by tl& 
American fleet, and on July 17, 1898, * 
lie Spanish garrison in the city of 
Sanltia'go surrendered to the -com- 
mander of the Ameriicaai forces. 


THE TREiATY 'W'llTC RPAHiT. 
"Following their brilliant victories, 
n the 12th day of August, 
1898, 


upon the initiative of Spain, hostlli- 
ies were suspended an'd a protocol 
was signed with a view to arranging 
erms of peace between the two gov- 
rnmenits. 
In pursuance thereof I 


Lppointed as commis'siouers the fol- 
owing distinguished citizens to con- 
duct the negotiations 'ort the part 
tf the United States: William H. 
Day, 
of Ohio; William P. Prye, of 


Maine; Cushman K. Bavis, of Minne- 
iota; Gebrge Gray, of Delaware, ani 
Whitelaw Reid, of New York. In ad- 
Ixessing the peace cotmnissi'on before 
ts departure for Paris I said: 
" 'It is my wish that throughout 


the negotiations intrusted to the 
commission the purpose and spirit 
with which the United States accept- 
ed the unwelcome necessity of war 
should he kept constantly in view. 
We took -up arms only in obedience to 
the dictates of humanity and in +he 
'ulflllttient of high pufblic and moral 
obligations. We hud no design of 
aggrandizement and no aimfbitiem of 
conquest. Through the lon<g course 
of repeated representations wtoich 
preceded and aimed to avert the 
struggle and in the final arbitrament 
of force this country wa» impelled 
solely >y the purpose of relieving 
grievous wrongs and removing long- 
existing conditions which distui^bed 


tranquility, which shocked the 


moral sense of mankind aad which 
c&uld no longer be endured.

tion on whose growth and career 
from the beginning the -Ruler of na 
tions has plainly written the high 
command and pledge of civilization, 


COMMISSION'S POWERS, 


"On October 28, 1898, while th 


peace commission was continuing it 
negotiations in Paris, the following 
additional instruction was sent: 


*• 'It is imperative upon us that as 


victors we should be governed only 
by motives which will exalt our na 
tion. 
Territorial expansion 
should 


be our least concern; that we shal 
not shirk the moral obligations o 
our victory is of the greatest. It is 
undisputed that Spain's authority i 
permanently 
destroyed 
in 
every 


part of the Philippines. 
To leave 


any part iu its feeble control now 
would increase our difficulties and b> 
opposed to the interests of humanity 
" 
- 
: * Nor can we permit Spain t 


transfer any of the islands to anothe 
power. 
Hoi* can we invite anothe 


power or powers to join the Unite 
States in 
sovereignty 
over them 


We must either hold them or turn 
them back to Spain. 


" 'Consequently, grave as are th< 


responsibilities and unforeseen as ar 
the difficulties which are before us 
the president can see but one plain 
path of duty, the acceptance of th< 
archipelago. Greater difficulties anc 
more serious complications—adminis 
trative and international—would fol 
low any other course. 
The presiden 


has given to the views of the com 
inissioners the fullest consideration 
and in reaching the conclusion abov 
announced in the light of information 
communicated to the commission anc 
to the president since their departure 
he has been influenced by the single 
consideration of duty and humanity 
The president is not unmindful of the 
distressed 
financial 
condition 
o 


Spain, and 
whatever 
consideration 


the United States may show mus 
come from its sense of generosity 
and benevolence rather than 
from 


any real or technical obligation.' 


INDEMNITY FOR THE WAR. 
''Again on November 13 I instruct 


ed the commission: 


" 'From the standpoint of indem 


nity both the archipelago (Porto Ric< 
and the Philippines) are insufficien 
to pay our war expenses, but aside 
from this, do we not owe an obliga 
tion to the psopls of the Philippines 
which will not permit us to return 
them to the sovereignty of Spain 
Could we justify ourselves in such 
a course or could we permit 
theii 


barter to some other power? 
Will 


ingly or not, we have the responsibil 
ity of duty which we cannot escape 
7 
* ''' The president cannot believe 


any division of the archipelago can 
bring us anything but 
embarrass- 


ment in the future. 
The trade and 


commercial side, as well as the in- 
demnity for the cost of the war, are 
questions 
we might yield. 
They 


might be waived or compromised, bui 
the questions of duty and humanity 
appeal to the president so strongly 
that he can find no appropriate an- 
swer but the one he has here marked 
out/ 


*'The treaty of peace was concluded 


on Pecerataer 10, 1898. By its terms 
the archipelago known as the Philip- 
pine islands was ceded by Spain to 
the United States, It was also pro- 
vided that 'the civil rights and po- 
litical status of the native inhabit- 
ants of the territories hereby ceded 
to the United States shall be deter- 
mined by the congress.' 


INSTRUCTIONS TO MILITARY, 
"Eleven days thereafter, on Decem- 


ber 21, the following direction was 
given to the commander of our forces 
in the Philippines: 


" 'The military commander of the 


United States is enjoined to make 
known to the 
inhabitants 
of the 


Philippine islands that in succeeding 
to the sovereignty of Spain, in sever- 
ing the former political relations of 
the inhabitants and in establishing 
a new political power, the authority 
of the United States is to be exerted 
for the securing of the persons and 
property of the people of the islands 
and for the confirmation of all their 
private rights and relations. It will 
be the duty of the commander of the 
forces of occupation to announce and 
proclaim in the most public manner 
that we come not as invaders or con- 
querors, but as friends, to protect the 
natives in their homes, in their em- 
ployments and in their personal and 
religious rights.' , 
THE PHILIPPINE COMMISSION. 
"In order to facilitate the most hu- 


mane, pacific and effective extension 
of authority throughout these islands 
and to secure, with the least possible 
delay, the benefits of a wise and gen- 
erous protection of life and property 
to the inhabitants, I appointed, in 


January, 1899, a commission 
con 


sitting of Jacob Gould 
Schurniaii, 


of New York; Admiral George Dewey, 
XT. 8. N.; Charles Denby, of Indiana; 
Prof. Dean C. Worcester, of Michi- 
gan, and Maj. Gen* Elwell S. Otis, 
U. S. A. Their instructions contained 
the following: 


ik 'In the performance of this duty 


the commissioners are 
enjoined to 


meet at the earliest possible day in 
the city of Manila and to announce 
by public proclamation their presence 
and the mission intrusted to them, 
carefully setting forth that, 
while 


the military government already pro- 
claimed is to be maintained and con- 
tinued1 so long ag necessity may re- 
quire, efforts will be. made to alleviate 
the burdens of taxation, to establish 
industrial and commercial prosperity 
and to provide for the safety of per- 
sons and of property by such means 
as may be found conducive to these 
ends. 


WORK OF THE COMMISSION. 


*« *The commissioners will endeav- 


or, without interference of the mili- 
tary authorities of the United States 
now in control of the Philippines, to 
ascertain what amelioration in the 
condition 
of the 
inhabitants and 


what improvements in public order 
may be practicable, and for their 
purpose they will study attentively 
the existing 
social 
and political 


state of the various populations, par- 
ticularly as regards the forms of lo- 
cal government, the administration 
of justice, the collection of customs 
and other taxes, the means of trans- 
portation and the need of public im- 
provements. 
They will report 
* 


* 
* 
the results of their observa- 


tions and reflections, and will recom- 
ment such executive actibn as may 
from time to time seem to them wise 
and useful. 


" 'The commissioners are hereby 


authorized to confer authoritatively 
with any persons resident in the is- 
lands from whom they may believe 
themselves able to derive informa- 
tion or suggestions valuable for the 
purposes of their commission, or 
whom they may choose to employ as 
agents, as may be necessary for this 
purpose. * * * 
CONSIDERATION FOB NATIVES. 


" 'It is my desire that in all their 


relations with the inhabitants of the 
islands the commissioners exercise 
due respect for all the ideals, cus- 
toms and institutions of the tribes 
which compose the population, em* 
phasizing upon all occasions the just 
and beneficent intentions of the gov- 
ernment of the United States* 
It is 


also my wish and expectation that 
the commissioners may be received in 
a manner due to the honored and au- 
thorized representatives of the Amer- 
ican republic, duly commissioned on 
account of their knowledge, skill and 
integrity as bearers of the good will, 
the protection and the richest bless- 
ings of a liberating rather than a 
conquering nation/ 


RATIFICATION OF TREATY. 
'•On the 6th of February, 1899, the 


treaty was ratified by the senate of 
the United States, and the congress 
immediately appropriated $20,000,- 
000 to carry out its provisions. The 
ratifications were exchanged by the 
United States and Spain on the llth 
of April, 1899. 


"As early as April, 1899, the Phil- 


ippine commission, 
of which Dr. 


Schurman was president, endeavored 
to bring about peace in the islands 
by repeated conferences with lead- 
ing Tagalogs representing the so- 
called insurgent government, to the 
end that some general plan of gov- 
ernment might be offered them which 
they would accept. 
So great was 


the satisfaction of the insurgent com- 
missioners with the form of govern- 
ment proposed by the American com- 
missioners that the latter submitted 
the proposed scheme to me for ap- 
proval, and my action thereon is 
shown by the cable message follow- 
ing: 


"'May 5, 1899.—Schurman, Ma- 


nila: 
Yours 4th received. 
You are 


authorized to propose that under the 
military power 
of the president, 


pending action of congress, govern- 
ment of the Philippine islands shall 
consist of a governor general, ap- 
pointed by the president, cabinet ap- 
pointed by the governor general, a 
general advisory council elected by 
the people; the qualification of elec- 
tors to be carefully considered and 
determined, and the governor gen- 
eral to have absolute veto. Judiciary 
strong and independent; 
principal 


judges appointed by the president; 
the cabinet and judges to be chosen 
from natives or Americans or both, 
having regard to fitness. 


" *The president earnestly desires 


the cessation of bloodshed, and that 
the people of the Philippine islands 
at an early date shall have the larg- 
est measure of local self-government 
consistent with peace and good or- 
der/ 
CONFERENCE WITH FILIPINOS. 


'In the latter part of May another 


group of representatives came from 
the insurgent leader. 
The whole 


matter was fully discussed with them 
and promise of acceptance seemed 
near at hand, 
They assured our 


ommissioners they would return 
after consulting with their leader, 
but they never did. 


"As a result of the views expressed 


by the first Tagalog representative 
favorable to the plan of the commis- 
sion it appears that he was, by mili- 
tary order of the insurgent leader, 
stripped of his thouldtr ttrapi, die* 


missed from the army and sentenced 
to twelve years' imprisonment 


VIEWS OF THE COMMISSION. 
"The views of the commission are 


best set forth in their own words: 


" 'Deplorable as war is, the one 


in which we are now engaged was 
unavoidable by us. 
We were at- 


tacked by a bold, adventureous and 
enthusiastic army. 
No alternative 


was left to us except ignominous re- 
treat. 


" 'It is not to be conceived of that 


any American would have sanctioned 
the surrender of Manila to the in- 
surgents. Our obligations to 'other 
nations and to the .f reindly Filipinos 
and to ourselves and our flag tiemanrt- 
ed that force should be me't by force. 
What ever the future of the Philip- 
pines may (be, there is no course open 
to us now except the prosecution of 
the war until the insurgents a»re re- 
duced to submission. 


" 'The commission is of the opinion 


tha't there has been no time since t 
destruction of the Spanish squadron 
by Admiral Dewey when it was pos- 
sible to -withdraw our forces from the 
islands either with honor to our- 
selves or with safety to the inhabi- 
tants.' 
INCAPABLE. OF 
GOV*EfRN*MENT 


"After the most thorough study of 


the peoples of the archipelago the 
commission reported, among other 
things: 


" 'Their lack of education and po- 


litical experience, combined 
with 


their racial and linguistic diversities 
disqualify them, in &pite of their 
mental gifts and domestic virtues, to 
understake the task of governing the 
archipelago at the present time. The 
most that can be expected of them is 
to co-operate with the Americans in 
the administration o'f general affairs 
from Manila as a center, and to un- 
dertake, subject to American control 
or guidance (as may <be found neces 
sary) the administration of provincial 
and municipal affairs. 
* ° * 


" 'Should our power by any fatality 


*be withdrawn1 the 
commission be- 


lieves that the government of the 
Philippines would speedily lapse into 
anarchy, which would excuse, if i 
did not necessitate, the intervention 
o'f other powers and the eventful di- 
vision of the islands -among them 
Only through American occupation 
therefore, is the idea of a free, self- 
governing and united Philippine 
commonwealth 
at 
all 
conceiv- 


able. 
* * * 


" *T»hus the -welfare of the Filipino- 


coincides with 'the dictates cf na- 
tional h'onor in forbidding our aban- 
donment o'f the ar'chipelago. We can 
not from any point of view escape th< 
responsibilities o^tgovernment w'hie'h 
our sovereignty entails, and the com- 
mission is strongly persuaded tha 
the (performance of *our national duty 
will (prove the greatest (blessing to 
the people of the Philippine islan'is. 


SECOND COMMISSION NAMED 
"Satisfied that" nothing 
further 


could -be accomplished in pursuance of 
their mission until the rebellion was 
suppressed, and desiring to .place be 
fore the congress the result of theii 
observations, I requested the commis 
sionersto return to the 'United States 
Their most intelligent and compre 
hensive report was- submitted to con 
grass. 


"In March, 1900, believing that the 


insurrection was practically ended 
and earnestly desiring to promote the 
establishment of a state 'government 
in the aTchipelag-o, I appointed the 
following civil com/mission; William 
H. Taft, of Ohio; Prof. Dean C. Wor- 
cester, of Michigan; Luke I. Wright 
of Tennessee; Henry C. Ide, of Ver- 
mont, and Bernard Moses, of Cali- 
fornia. My instructions t3 them con 
tained the (following: 


" 'You (secretary of war) will in- 


struct the commission 'to devote their 
attention in the first instance to the 
establishment of municipal 'govern- 
ments; in which the natives of the is- 
lands, both in the cities and in the 
rural communities, shall be afforded 
the opportunity to manage their awn 
local uffairs to the fullest extent of 
which they are capable and sulbject to 
the least degree of ,supervisi<>n and 
control which a careful gtudy of their 
capacities and observation of the 
workings of native control -slho-w 
be consistent with tthe maintenance 
of la-w, order and loyalty. Whenever 
the commission is of the opinioa that 
the condition of affairs in the islands 
is suchthat the control of administra- 
tion may safely foe transferred from 
military to civil control they will re- 
port that conclusion to you (the sec- 
retary of war), with their (recommen- 
dations as to the farm of central gov- 
ernment to be established for the pur- 
pose of taking over the control. 


COMMISSION IK CONTROL, 


"Beginning with the 1st day of Septem- 


ber, 1900, tho authority to exercise, subject 
to my approval, through the secretary of 
war, that part of the power of government 
in the Philippine island* which is of a leg- 
laiatfve nature is to b« transferred from the 
military governor of the islands to this com- 
mission, to he thereafter exercised hy them 
in the place and stead of the military gov- 
ernor, under such rules and regulations as 
you (the secretary of war) shall prescribe, 
until the establishment of the civil central 
government for tho islands contemplated in 
the last foregoing paragraph or until con* 
gress shall otherwise provide. 


"Exercise of this legislative authority will 


nclude the making of rules and orders hav- 
ing the effect of law for the raising of rev- 
enue by taxes, customs duties and imposts; 
,he appropriation and expenditure of public 
funds of the islands; the establishment of 
an educational system' throughout 
the is- 


lands; the establishment of a system to 
secure an efficient civiT'servlce: the organlza- 
ion and establishment of courts; the organ- 
fation And establishment of municipal and 
departmental fov«mmHit»f *a4 
*11 otttr 


"^^^^

matters of a civil nature for which the mil- 
itary governor is now competent to provide 


rul«B or orders of a legislative character. 


The commission will also have power dur- 
ing the skm» period 
to appoint to office 


such officers under the Judicial, educational 
and civil service systems and in the munic- 
ipal and departmental governments as shall 
be provided for." 


EULES PUT IN FORCE. 


Until congress shall 
take action I de- 


manded that: 


"Upon every division aad branch of the 


gov&rmiient of tne Philippines must be im- 
posed these inviolable rules: 


"That no person shall be deprived of lif«> 


liberty ov property without due process of 
law. 


"That private property shall not be taken 


for public use without just compensation, 


"That In all criminal prosecutions the ac- 


cused shall enjoy the right to a speedy and 
public trial, to be Inforuwd of the nature and 
cause of the accusation, to he confronted 
with the witnesses against him, to have 
compulsory process Jfor obtaining witnesses 
is his favor, and to have the assistance of 
counsel for his defense, 


"That excessive bail shall not be required, 


nor excessive tines imposed, nor cruel am! 
unusual punishment inflicted. 


"That no person shall be 
put twice in 


jeopardy for the same offense or be com- 
pelled m any criminal case to be a witness 
agaiust himself. 


"That the nght to secure against unrea- 


sonable searches &ud seizures shall not be 
violated. 


"That neither slavery 
nor involuntary 


servitude shall exist except as a punishment 
for ciime, 


"That no bill of attainer or ex-post facto 


law shall be passed 


"That no law shall be passed abridging: 


the freedom of speech or of the press or the 
rights of the people to peaceably assemble 
and petition the government for a redress of 
grievances 


"That KO law shall be made respecting 


the establishment of religion or prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof, and that the free 
exercise and enjoyment of religious profes- 
sion and worship without discrimination or 
preference shall forever be allowed, * * 


TO PROMOTE ADVANCEMENT. 


''It will be the duty of the commission to 


promote and extend, and, as they find occa- 
sion, to improve the system of education al- 
ready inaugurated by the military authori 
ties, In doing this they should regard as of 
first importance the extension of a system 
of primary education which shall be free to 
all, and which shall tend to fit the people 
for the duties of citizenship and for the 
ordinary avocatipns of a civilized coramu 
nity, 
* * * Especial attention should be 


at once given to affording full opportunity 
to all tho people of the islands to acquire 
the use of the English language, 
* * 


"Upon all officers and employes of the 


United States, both civil and military, should 
be impressed a sense of the duty to observe, 
not merely the material, but the personal 
and social rights of the people of tho is 
lands, and to treat them with the same 
courtesy and respect for their personal dig- 
nity which the people of the United States 
are accustomed to require from each other, 


ARTICLES OF CAPITULATION. 


"The articles of capitulation of the city 


of Manila on the 13th of August, 1898, con- 
cluded with these words : 
'This city, its 


inhabitants, its churches and religious wor- 
ship, its educational establishments and its 
private property of 
all descriptions, are 


placed under the special safeguard of the 
faith and honor of the American army, 


"I belive that this pledge has been faith- 


fully kept, As a high and sacred obligation 
rests upon the government of the United 
States to give protection for property and 
life, civil and religious freedom and wise, 
firm and unselfish guidance in the paths of 
peace and prosperity to all the people of 
the Philippine islands, I charge this com 
mission to labor for the full performance 
of this obligation, which concerns the honor 
and conscience of their country, in the firm 
hope that through all their labors the in- 
habitants of the Philippine islands may 
come to look back with gratitude to the day 
when God gave victory to American arms at 
Manila and set their land under the sover- 
eignty and the protection of the people of 
the United States/' 


PROCLAMATION OF AMNESTY, 


That all might share in the regeneration 


of tho islands and participate in their gov- 
ernment, I directed General MacArthur, the 
military governor of the Philippines, to is- 
sue a proclamation of amnesty, which con- 
tained among other statements the follow- 
ing: 


"Manila, P, L, June 21, 1900,—By direc- 


tion of the president of the United States 
the undersigned annunces amnesty, with 
complete immunity for the past and absolute 
liberty of action for the future to all per- 
sons who are now or at any time since Feb. 
4, 1399, have been in insurrection against 
the United States in either a military or 
civil capacity, and who shall, within a pe- 
riod of ninety days from the date hereof, 
formally renounce all connection with such 
insurrection and subscribe to a declaration 
acknowledging and accepting the sovereignty 
and authority.of the United States in and 
over the Philippine islands, 
The privilege 


herewith published is extended to all con- 
cerned, without any reservation whatever, 
excepting that persons who have violated 
the laws of war during the period of active 
hostilities are 
not embraced 
within the 


scope of this amnesty, * * * 


THIRTY PESOS FOR EACH RIFLE, 
"In order to mitigate as much as possible 


consequences resulting from the various dis- 
turbances which since 1S9U have succeeded 
each other so rapidly, and to provide in some 
measure for destitute Filipino soldiers dur- 
ing the transitory period which must inev- 
itably succeed a genera! peace, the military 
authorities of the United States will pay 
30 pesos to each man who presents a rifle in 
good condition," 


Under these instructions the commission, 


composed of representative 
Americans of 


different sections of the country and from 
diffeient political parties, whose character 
and ability guarantee the most faithful in- 
tclligciice and patriotic service, are now 
laboring to establish stable government un- 
der civil control, in which the inhabitants 
shall participate, giving them opportunity 
to demonstrate how far they are prepared 
for self-government, 


REPORT OF THE COMMISSION. 


This commission, under date of Aug. 


1900, makes an 
interesting 
report, from 


which I quote the following extracts; 


"Hostility against Americans—originally 


aroused by absurd falsehoods of unscrupu- 
lous leaders, The distribution of troops in 
300 posts has by contact largely dispelled 
hostility and steadily improved temper of 
people. 
This improvement is furthered by 


abuses of insurgents, Large numbers of peo- 
ple long for peace and willing to accept gov* 
ernment under United 
States. Insurgents 


not surrendering after defeat divided into 
small guerilla bands under general officers 
or become robbers. Nearly all of the promi- 
nent generals and politicians of the insur- 
rection except Aguinaldo have since been 
captured or have surrendered and taken the 
oath of allegiance, * * * 


"All northern Luzon except two provinces 


substantially free from insurgents. 
People 


bttsy planting, and asking for municipal or- 
ganization, Railway and telegraph line from 
Manila xo Dagupan, 122 miles, not molested 
for flvo months. * * * Tagalogs 
alone 


active in leading guerilla warfare. 
In Ne- 


gras, Cbbu, Romblon,

EFFECTS OF WAR SEEN, 


"Four years of war and lawlessness in 


some parts of islands have created unsettled 
condition. * * * Native constabulary and 
militia, which should be organized at once, 
will end'this and the terrorism to which 
defenceless people are subjected, 
The na- 


tives desire to enlist in these organizations, 
If judiciously selected and officered will be 
efficient forces for maintenance of order and 
will permit early material reduction of Uni- 
ted States troops, * * * 


"Turning islands over to coterie of Taja- 


og politicians will blight fair prospects of 
enormous improvement, drive out capital, 
make life and property, secular and relis- 
oua, most insecure; banish by fear of cruoi 
proscription considerable body of conserva- 
tive TilipUot wko have *id*4 Americans in 


well-founded belief that their people are not 
now fit for self-government, and reintroduce 
some oppression aad corruption which exist- 
ed in all provinces under Malolos insurgent 
government during the eight months of its 
control. The result will be factional strife 
between jealous leaders, chaos and anarchy, 
and will require and justify active interven- 
tion of our government or some other. 
* * 


BUSINESS IS IMPROVING. 


'Business interrupted by war much im 


proved as peace extends. * * * In Ne- 
gros more sugar in cultivation than ever be- 
fore. 
New forestry regulations give impe- 


tus to timber trade and reduce high price of 
lumber,

FUTURE OF THE ISLANDS. 


The commission is confident that "by 


judicious customs law, reasonable land tax 
and proper corporation franchise tax, impo 
sition of no greater rate than that in the 
average American state will give less an 
noyancc, and, with peace, will produce reve 
nue sufficient to pay expenses of efficient 
government, including militia 
and 
con 


stabulary." They are preparing a stringent 
civil service law, giving equal opportunity 
to Filipinos and Americans, with preference 
toi former where qualifications are equal, tc 
enter at lowest rank and by promotion reach 
head 
of 
department, * * * Forty-five 


miles of railroad extension under negotia* 
tion will give access to a large province rich 
in valuable minerals, a mile high, with 
strictly temperate climate, * * * Rail- 
road construction will give employment to 
many and communication will furnish mar 
kct to vast stretches of rich agricultural 
lands."

In the report of tha first Philippine com 


mission, submitted on Nov. 2, 1899, Admira 
Dewey, one of its members, said: 


"Mo alliance of any kind was entered into 


with Aguinaldo, nor was any promise of in 
dependence made to him at any time." 


MERRITT FACES A CRISIS. 


General Merritt arrived in the Philippines 


on July 25, 1898, and a dispatch from Ad 
miral Dewey to the government at Wash 
ing ton said: 


"Merritt arrived yesterday, 
Situation is 


most critical at Manila, The Spanish may 
surrender at any moment. 
Merritt's most 


difficult problem will be how to deal with 
the insurgents under Aguinaldo, who have 
become aggressive, and 
even threatening 


toward our army." 


Here is revealed the spirit of the insur 


gents as early as July, 1898, before the 
protocol was signed, while we wera »till en 
gaged in active war with Spain. Even then 
the »nsui gents were threatening our army, 


On August 13 Manila was captured, and of 


this and subsequent events the Philippine 
commission says: 


"When the city of Manila was 
takan. 


August 13, the Filipinos took no part in the 
attack, but came following in with a view 
to looting the city, and were only prevented 
from doing so by our forces preventing them 
from eiuertng," 


Aguinaldo claimed that he had the right 


to occupy the city; he demanded of Don- 
eral Merntl the palace of Malacanan for 
himself and the cession of all the churches 
of Manila, also that a part of the money 
taken from the Spaniards as spoils of war 
should be given up, and above all that he 
should be given the arms of the Spanish 
prisoners, 
All these demands 
were 
re- 


fused. 


NO PROMISES OF INDEPENDENCE, 
Generals Merritt, Greene and Anderson, 


who were in command at the beginning of 
our occupation, and until the surrender of 
Manila, state that there was no alliance 
with the insurgents, and no 
promise 
to 


them of independence. On August 17, 1898, 
General Merritt was instructed that there 
must be no joint occupation of Manila with 
the insurgents, General Anderson, under date 
of Feb, 10, 1900, says that he was present 
at the interview between Admiral Dewej 
and the insurgent loader and that in thU 
interview Admiral Dewey made no promises 
whatever. He adds: 


"He (Aguinaldo) asked me If my govern- 


ment was going to recognize his govern- 
ment, I answered that I was there simply 
in a military capacity; that I could not ac- 
knowledge his government, because I had no 
authority to do so,'1

Sherman house* Colonel Bryan, hav- 
ing shaken hands with 200 or more 
people, was introduced by M. V, 
Cannon, president of the club, and 
said in part: 


"Great changes are taking place. 


I am glad to meet here not only those 
who were with me in the early days, 
but I am glad to meet some who 
were against me 'in the early days. 
I find here persons who voted against 
me in 1896 and I am glad to meet 
them. 
I have a forgiving nature. 


(Laughter.) 
I am perfectly willing 


to foregive all who voted against 
me in 1896 providing they bring 
forth works meet for repentance. 
(Laughter.) 


"We say that this nation has a 


light to determine its policies and 
that when the American people want 
a thing that concerns them, 'they 
can have that thing, and that we 
shall not transfer legislative power 
from our people to some people. 
I 


am willing that we shall imitate 
whatever other nations have that ia 
good, but I do not believe this na- 
tion ia compelled, by force of cir- 
cumstances, to imitate anything that 
it does not like and does not want. 
(Applause,) 


"If this nation wan'ts to own peo- 


ple, it can own them. 
It will have 


to change its constitution to do it, 
but we can change the constitution 
if it is necessary. 
I go on the the- 


ory that the American people can do 
whatever they want to do. 
They 


may lose their liberties in the at- 
tempt, they may spend a great deal 
of money, they may sacrijRce a great 
many lives, but the American peo- 
ple can do what they want to; but 
when they do a thing they must 
recognize that in doing it they must 
assume responsibility for what they 
do. 
(Applause.) 


"They cannot repeal the laws of 


God. 
They cannot change the laws 


of nature, not can they prevent the 
coming of the penalties that will 
come with the violation of human 
rights, whether the violations come 
from an individual or group of indi- 
viduals or a great nation. (Ap- 
plause.) 
In this campaign we are 


standing upon the great fundamen- 
tal principle of human rights and 
human liberties. 
We insist that it 


is not a question of what this nation 
can do; it is a question of what this 
nation ought to do (applause), and 
no president can tell the American 
people what their duty is. They de- 
cided what it is for themselves. Ko 
president can tell us what our des- 
tiny is. It is what we make it. 


"And in the hands of the Amer- 


ican people we leave 
these great 


problems with the confident belief 
that the patriotism and intelligence 
of the people will be equal to this 
emereney as they have been ebual 
to all the emergencies 'of the 
(Great applause).

She pointed out the 
truth that filth is a breeder of dis- 
ease, and cited statistics to show the 
inroads made on negro population by 
sickness growing out of uncleanly 
modes of living and irregular con- 
duct. 
She spoke, too, against the 


mere emotionai excitement which so 
often supplies the place of religion 
to members of her race, and empha- 
sized the interdependence of moral 
and physical laws, showing that the 
hope of the negro advancement rests 
in a better morality. 
Speaking of 


this practical, every-day method of 
refoim, she gave simple rules of con- 
duct. For example, she said to them: 


"We eat too little or too poor food. 


We are ready to buy showy clothing, 
and we stint our stomachs to do this. 
Let us cat more and better food. 


"Keep regular hours, 
Do not stay 


in church until 12 and 1 o'clock at 
night. 
Go to bed at 10 o'clock, es- 


pecially if you labor through Ihe 
day. 


''Teach the boys as well as the 


girls respect for the marriage tie and 
home. 
Be companions for your sons 


and daughters if you would stop the 
tide of immorality. 
Teach the boys 


to come home at night. 
Teach them 


the sin of ruining some man's daugh- 
ter. 
These lessons can be taught 


around the fireside at night." 


Such missionary work, backed by 


the ardor with which Mr. and Mrs. 
Washington devote themselves 
to 


the welfare of their race, cannot fail 
of great and good effect. 
The most 


tangible evidence of the good they 
have done is in the Tuskegee insti- 
tute; but the effect of their teaching 
is far more general and reaches many 
more than those who either directly 
or Indirectly come in contact with 
tho training at Tuskegee. Mrs. 
Washington is entitled to rank with 
her husband as a noble worker for 
a better day for the negro and for 
humanity.—Indianapolis Press.

Li Hung Ch 
by Imperial Edict 


Authorized to Make Peace 


With the Powers. 


HIS AUTHORITY IS ABSOLUTE 


Washington, Sept. 10.—The Chinese 


minister has received an 
imperial 


edict conferring on Li Hung Chang 
extraordinary power for the.complete 
settlement of the Chinese 
trouble. 


It gives him authority to .make any 
terms according to his own discre- 
tion without referring them to the 
emperor. This is unusual authority 
and, it is claimed at the Chinese lega- 
tion, gives LI Hung Chung creden- 
tials adequate ito meet all the objec- 
tions 
heretofore raised as to his 


power to negotiate for peace. 


The edict is dated two weeks ago, 


but is just forwarded from Li Hung 
Chang.

Saturday's Storm in Texas Was Appalling 


in Its Results--From Three Thousand 


to Ten Thousand Lives are Lost 


GALVESTON A SCENE OF RUIN WITH HUNDREDS DEAD 


DALLAS, Texas, Sept. 10.—Houston and Central railroad 


officials at noon received bulletins from their general offices in 


Houston that the loss of life will reach 3,000 in Galveston. 
The 


Missouri, Kansas and Texas relief forces near Galveston and 
along the coast. telegraphed at noon that the loss of life will 
not be less than 5,000 and may reach 10,000. 


New Orleans, La., Sept. 10.—The

Houston, Tex., Sept. 10.—-A scene 


of desolution and death, not only at 
Galveston, but at many inland points 
11 Texas is the conditions presented 
oday as a result of Saturday's storm. 
Estimates of the number of dead are 
ilaced between 1,500 and 2,000. The 
property loss will aggregate -many 
nillions of dollars, although no ac- 
curate figures can be given at pres- 
ent. 


The streets of Galveston are most- 
y under water; wires are in a hope- 
ess tangle and dead bodies ore thick - 
y strewn among floating debris. No 
complete list of dead is obtainable 
until the water recedes. 


Harrowing tales of the loss of whole 
'amllies, and many miraculous es- 
capes are told by the few survivors 
vho have thus far reached 'this city. 
The relief trains which arrived here 
•arly this morning, have been the 


only means of communication with 
storm swept Galveston nnd definite 
information as to the present situa- 
tion, is scarce. 


The cotton and rice crop through- 


out the district devastated by the 
storm was badly damaged in ninny 
placrn. and in others totally de- 
stroyed. 


Reports from Richmond, Tex., Leti- 


tia, and Eag'le Lake bring additional 
lis't of dead and property losses and 
many places cut nrF from all commu- 
nication are to be henid from. 


SCENES OF HORROR. 


Gnlvcston, Texas, Sept. 10.—Start- 


ing as soon as the water began to re- 
cede the work of rescuing the wound- 
ed and dying from the ruins of their 
homes began. 
Screaming women, 


bruised and bleeding, some of them 
bearing the lifeless forms of children 
in their arms; men broken-hearted 
and sobbing, bewailing the loss of 
their wives and 
children; streets 


filled with floating rubbish, among 
which there were many bodies of the 
victims of the 
storm, 
constituted 


part of the scene. The first loss of 
life reported was at Sietter's saloon, 
on the Strand, where three persons 


lost their lives and 
.where 
many 


others were maimed and imprisoned. 


The dead were Stanley G-. Spencer, 


Charles Kellner and Richard Lord. 


KILLED AT THE TABLE. 


These three were sitting at a table 


on the first floor, when suddenly the 
roof caved in, killing all of them in- 
stantly. 
Those in the lower pnrt of 


the building escaped with their lives 
in a miraculous manner. 


The falling' roof and flooring were 


caught 011 the bar, the people stand- 
ing1 near it dodging under the debris. 
It required several 
hours of hard 


work to get them out. 
The negro 


waiter who was sent for the doctor 
was drowned at the corner of Strand 
and Twenty-first street'and his body 
was found a short time after. The 
next place visited by the rescuers i 
was the city hall. Hero were con- 
gregated fully 700 people, most of 
whom were more or less injured. One 
man from Lucas Terrace reported the 
loss of fifty lives in the 
building 


from which he escaped. He himself 
wiis severely injured about the head.

ernments. 
In .pursuance thereof I 


appointed as commissioners the fol- 
owing- distinguished citizens to con- 
duct the negotiations 'on the part 
of the United States: William R. 
Day, of Ohio; William P. Frye, of 
Maine; Cushman K. Davis, of Minne- 
sota; George Gray, of Delaware, an'l 
Whitelaw Reid, of New York. In ad- 
Iressing the peace commission 'before 
ts departure for Paris I said: 
" 'It is my wish that throughout 


Lhe negotiations intrusted 'to tha 
commission the purpose -and- spirit 
with which the United States accept- 
ed the unwelcome necessity of war 
should be kept constantly in view. 
We took up arms only in obedience to 
Lhe dictates of humanity and in Ilia 
fulfillment of high public nnd moral 
obligations. We had no design of 
aggrandizement and no ambition o£ 
conquest. Through the long cour?e 
of repeated representations 
which 


preceded and aimed to avert the 
struggle and in the final aifbitrament 
of force this, country -was- impelled 
solely by the purpose -of relieving 
grievous wrongs and removing long- 
existing conditions which disturbed 
its tranquility, -which shocked tho 
moral sense of mankind and -which, 
could no longer be endured.

"The treaty of peace was concluded 


on December 10. 1898. 
By its terms 


the archipelago known as the Philip- 
pine islands was ceded by Spain to 
the United Slates. 
It was also pro- 


vided that 'the civil rights and po- 
litical status of the native inhabit- 
ants of the territories hereby ceded 
to the United States shall be deter- 
mined by the congress.' 
INSTRUCTIONS TO MILITARY. 
"Eleven days thereafter, on Decem- 


ber 21, the following direction was 
given to the ccmmander of our forces 
in the Philippines: 


" 'The military commander of the 


United States is enjoined to make 
known to the 
inhabitants 
oE the 


Philippine islands that in succeeding 
to the sovereignty of Spain, in sever- 
ing the former political relations of 
the inhabitants and in establishing 
a new political power, the authority 
of the United States is to be exerted 
for the securing- of tlie persons and 
property of the people of the islands 
and for the confirmation of all the! 
private rights and relations. It will 
be the duty of the commander of the 
'orccs of occupation to announce and 
proclaim in the most public mannei 
that we come not ns invaders or con- 
querors, but as friends, to protect the 
natives in their homes, in their em- 
ployments and in their personal nnd 
religious rights.' , 
THE PHILIPPINE COMMISSION. 
"In order to facilitate the most hu- 


nane, pacific and effective extension 
if authority throughout these islands 
ind to secure, with the least possible 
lelny, the benefits of n wise and gen- 
srous protection of life and property 
o the Inhabitant!, I appointed, In 


hereby 


authorized to confer authoritatively 
with any persons resident in the is- 
lands from whom they may believe 
themselves able to derive informa- 
tion or suggestions valuable for the 
purposes of their commission, or 
whom they may choose to employ as 
agents, as may be necessary for this 
purpose, * * " 
CONSIDERATION FOR NATIVES. 


" 'It is my desire that in all their 


relations with the inhabitants of the 
islands the commissioners exercise 
due respect for all the ideals, cus- 
toms and institutions of the tribes 
which compose the population, em- 
phasizing upon all occasions the just 
and beneficent intentions of the gov- 
ernment of the United States. 
It ia 


also my wish and expectation that 
the commissioners may be received in 
a, manner due to the honored and au- 
thorized representatives of the Amer- 
ican republic, duly commissioned on 
account of their knowledge, skill and 
integrity as bearers of the good will, 
the protection and the richest bless- 
ings of a liberating rather than a 
conquering nation.' 


RATIFICATION OF TREATY. 
"On the 6th of February, 1899, the 


treaty was ratified by the senate of 
the United States, and the congress 
immediately appropriated 820,000,- 
000 to carry out its provisions. The 
ratifications were exchanged by the 
United States and Spain on the 11th 
of April, 1899. 


"As early as April, 1899, the Phil- 


ippine commission, 
of 
which Dr. 


Schurmnn was president, endeavored 
to bring about peace in the islands 
by repea ted conferences with lead 
ing Tagalogs representing the so 
called insurgent government, to th 
end thnt some general plan, of gov 
eminent might be offered them whicl 
they would accept. 
So great wa 


the satisfaction of the insurgent com 
missioners with the form of govern 
ment proposed by the American com 
missioncrs thnt the latter submitted 
the proposed scheme to me for ap 
proval, and my action thereon 
shown by the cable message follow 
ing: 


" -May 5, 1899.—Schurnmn, Ma 


nila: 
Yours 4th received. 
You ar 


authorized to propose that under the 
military power of the president 
pending action of congress, • govern 
ment of the Philippine islands shal 
consist of a governor general, ap- 
pointed by the president, cabinet ap- 
pointed by the governor general, a 
general advisory council elected by 
the people; the qualification of elec- 
tors to be carefully considered anc 
determined, and the governor gen- 
eral to have absolute veto.

with him in his campaign for the up- 
lifting of the negro; and she preach- 
es thu same suuud and sensible doc- 
trines that her husband has striven 
so enthusiastically to inculcate. .She 
recently addressed a large assemb- 
lage of negro women at Memphis; 
and the substance of her 'leaching 
was that the two prime essentials for 
these women are "a sounder, health- 
ier body, and a cleaner and higlier- 
tcned morality." She pointed out the 
truth that filth is a breeder of dis- 
ease, and cited statistics to show the 
inroads made on negro population by 
EiclincEs growing out of uncleanly 
modes of living and irregular con- 
duct. 
She spoke, too, against tho 


mere emotional excitement v/hich so 
often supplies the place of religion 
to members of her race, and empha- 
sized the interdependence of moral 
and physical laws, showing that the 
hope of the negro advancement rests 
in a better morality. 
Speaking of 


this practical, e very-day method of 
reform, she £~ave simple rules of con- 
duct. For example, she said to them: 


"We eat too little or too poor food. 


\Vc are ready to buy showy clothing1, 
nnd we stint our stomachs to do this. 
Lei us cr.t more and better food. 


"Keep regular hours. 
-Do not stay 


in church until 12 and I o'clock nt 
night. 
Go to bed at 10 o'clock, es- 


pecially if you labor through the 
day. 


'•Teach the boys HB well ns the 


g-irls respect for the marriage tie and 
home. 
Be companions for your sons 


and daughters if you would stop the 
tide of immorality. 
Teach the boys 


to come home at night. 
Teach them 


the sin of ruining some man's daugh- 
ter. 
These lessons can be taught 


n round the fireside at night." 


Such missionary work, backed by 


the ardor with which Mr. and Mrs. 
Washing ton devote themselves to 
the welfare of their race, cannot fail 
of great and good effect. 
The most 


tangible evidence of the good they 
have done is in the Tuskegee insti- 
tute; but the effect of their teaching 
is far more general and reaches many 
more than those who cither directly 
or indirectly come in contact with 
tho training at Tuskegee.
